A little good grass seed sown spring and fall, 1 lb. to 500 
sq. ft., will help keep the weeds out. Grass under trees needs 
double the food and water that sunny lawns do. Mow your 
lawn often with the mower set so that it leaves the grass one- 
and one-half inches long, especially during hot weather. 

Peat moss spread on the lawn, one bale (18 bus.) to 860 
sq. ft., keeps grass green all season. Don’t ‘’sprinkle’’ your 
lawn every night.

How te Grow Delphiniums 
Always insist on fresh seed. Some of the 
most expert professional private gardeners 
chill or freeze their Delphinium seed in the 
refrigerator or ice chest for 24 hours and 
sow it while it is still cold. Sow from early 
spring until August in a well prepared seed 
bed, covering with Vg inch of fine soil, 
firmed down. After sowing, cover the seed 
bed with mulch, new lawn clippings, peat 
‘moss, or even newspaper if kept wet. In 
12 days remove mulch gradually. When 
plants have three leaves, move and space 
6 inches apart. The following spring trans- 
plant in groups into your garden, allowing 
1 foot between the plants. Mulch, after the 
ground is frozen, for protection. Delphin- 
ium require an alkaline or sweet soil. In 
the early spring throw a handful of lime 
on the plant. Feed liberally with pulverized 
sheep or cow manure and water thoroughly. 
_ When the first crop of bloom has faded, 
‘cut the flower spikes off just above the 
foliage and keep slightly dry for two or 
three weeks to give the plants time to 
rest before the new shoots appear above 
the ground. When this takes place, cut the 
rest of the old stock off, sprinkle a tea- 
spoonful of ammonium phosphate around 
each plant, rake it into the soil slightly and 
water thoroughly.

How to Grow Sweet Peas 
Successfully 


Dust your Sweet Pea seed with Nitragin and 
sow as soon as the ground can be worked in 
the spring. Dig a trench about a foot wide and 
deep, fill in with 6 inches of well-rotted stable 
manure; tread down firmly and replace the 
good garden soil. Draw a single straight line 
in the middle of the prepared surface, about 
three-fourths inch deep; sow seed at even dis- 
tances of about 3 inches, and cover. When the 


plants grow about 3 or 4 inches high, thin out 
to 6 inches from each other. As soon as the 
vines reach a height of about 8 inches, proper 
supports should be provided. 


The Sweet Pea is a moisture-loving plant, 
and by the month of May the plants will re- 
quire water. Use a mulch of old stable manure 
or peat moss and soak well with the hose as 
needed.

How to Plant and Care for Roses 


Get your Rose bed ready before your new plants arrive. Choose a 
spot that is protected from strong winds and gets at least half a 
day of full sun. When making an entire new bed, shovel out all the 
dirt to a depth of 24 inches. Then put 4 inches of Peat Moss in the 
bottom of the bed, add Bone Meal, 10 Ibs. to 40 square feet, and 
spade up deeply with a spading fork. Mix the soil taken out of the 
bed with one-third Peat Moss, and shovel it back into the bed. No 
doubt the soil will settle from 2 to 4 inches; allow for this. You are 
then ready for our Roses. If spotting plants in an existing bed, dig 
an individual hole about 14 inches in diameter for each plant, treat- 
ing the soil the same as above. Don’t expose the roots of the Roses 
to the sun or wind while you are planting. Keep them covered always. 
When planting in the spring, prune the tops of the plants to stand 
about 6 inches above the ground, leaving at least three eyes. Trim 


off any broken or cracked roots. Set Hybrid Tea Roses 15 inches . 


apart, larger growing kinds 18 to 24 inches. Spread the roots care- 
fully. Pack the dirt around them snugly. ‘When hole is three- 
quarters filled with soil, soak with water: when water has disappeared, 
fill balance of hole with soil not packed down hard. Feed the plants 
every 14 days, using 2 ounces of a complete plant food per plant 
until September Ist. Dust or spray every week, one week with a 
fungicide for black spot and mildew, the next week an insecticide 
for eating and sucking insects. In June cover beds with an inch of 
Shredded Tobacco or Peat Moss to hold the moisture. 


_ WINTER PROTECTION 

Just before the first hard freeze in the fall, cut plants down to 
about 18 inches, remove the mulch of Shredded Tobacco or Peat 
Moss that might harbor black spot over winter, spray or dust them 
with a fungicide, and hill them up with 6 inches of soil. After the 
ground has frozen, cover them with straw, corn stalks or leaves. In 
the spring remove this litter, and level the soil, trim plant to 6 inches 
and three eyes, and start regular feeding and spraying program. 
This method of culture has been very successful. We believe it will 
help you with your Rose growing.

Spray with Bordeaux Mix~ 
ture and feed with a complete plant food or 
dehydrated manure. Raspberries and Black- 
berries produce their fruit on 2-year-old canes, 
which should be removed after all the fruit is 
picked. In the early spring remove dead and 
weak growth and thin canes to stand at least 
6 inches apart. Cut back tops to 4 feet, leaving 
several laterals with 3 or 4 buds on each cane. 
A muich of peat moss, straw or manure holds 
moisture and makes cultivation easier. Berry 
plants will not grow or live unless you keep the 


ground moist.
